the 22nd and 25 for the T hanks­ 
giving holidays, and a tw’o-pronged 
northeaster for the rem ainder of the 
month. 


Continued cold spells will mark 
December and January. 
But Abe 
sees one silver lining rn all the blus­ 
tery skies because he reports th a t 
falling 
annual 
tem peratures 
will 
stop the birch “die back” which has 
killed 25 billion cubic feet of birch 
in C anada and Maine in recent 
years. 
As usual the Almanac published 
In Dublin, N. K., is lull of Yankee 
wisdom, 
pleasantries, 
anecdotes, 
salty opinions, weather predictions, 
recipes, riddles, poetry, m igratory 
bird laws, and a planting table with 
careful notations of the most favor­ 
able aspect of the moon for every­ 
thing from barley to w’heat. 
"Old Wives Tales” 
The latest "old wives tales” are 
seriously 
considered 
by 
the Old 
Farm er’s editor who feels that it is 
foolish to write them off and "just 
as absurd not to print them .” The 
country’s oldest 
ghost 
story, 
an 
authenticated tale of the "famous 
spectre of Bath, Maine.” is also 
printed tor the delight of almanac 
readers. 
But the alm anac is modern, too. 
There are three pages of recent 
developments in agricultural science 
ranging from "atoms for agricul­ 
ture” and "feeding by robot” to 
"thicker lawns” and "ground gran­ 
ite.” And the reader is warned to 
"keep a, sharp eye on 1956” which 
could be a year of "catastrophies” 
because of the changes in the tidal 
forces. 
Tidal changes, sunspot phe­ 
nomena. and the "41 m onth stock 
m arket i*eak” are factors to be reck­ 
oned with in '56. 
Popular Subjects 
Popular subjects in the alm anac 
down through the years have been 
such items as the following: how to 
get rid cf bugs; interest table; m ur­ 
ders strangely discovered; insolvency 
laws; fertilization table; astronom y; 
cattle show and fair dates; reclaim ­ 
ing wet, lands; 
state debts, and 
medical lectures.

The county’s two speech correc­ 
tionists “hope that parents, well 
meaning friends and relatives will 
turn their ears and minds the 
other way when their youngster 
stutters.” 
Calling a child's attention to the 
fact he has stuttered is “ apt to 
make him a stutterer for life," ac­ 
cording to the Misses Jennie R 
Blatchford and Joan P. Simmons, 
who beguin their duties this fall 
as spesch and hearing therapists 
for the county’s school systems. 
Speaking on the school program 
over WGET, the two young women 
told of their work with some 500 
youngsters in the county who need 
help with speech or hearing. They 
noted: “ One authority claims that 
a person never oecomes a stutter­ 
er until he is called a stutterer. 
We all have a certain number of 
hesitations and repetitions in our 
speech. Children from three to six 
ail have such non-fluencies. It is 
a normal part of their speech de­ 
velopment. 
Child Fears Correction 
“Little attention is usually drawn 
to this fact ar d thus the child 
grows out of them. But once in 
a while a parent or friend will 
call attention to those hesitations, 
thus making the child conscious 
of them. In his efforts to avoid 
them and receive approval for his 
speech attem pts instead of criti­ 
cism, he becomes too conscious 
of his speech. His fear of speak­ 
ing incorrectly will cause him to 
hesitate more and thus a problem 
arises 
which 
could 
have 
been 
avoided had the child been per­ 
m itted to develop speach normally 
without interruption and criticism.” 
With more than 500 children In 
the county fsix per cent of the 
school population) having speech 
and hearing problems, the 
t\yo 
therapists “decided we should each 
see 160 of these youngsters, be­ 
cause that is the maximum num­ 
ber one person can handle effec­ 
tively. These children range from 
grades one through 12 and their 
problems I n c l u d e articulation, 
voice, stuttering or hearing." 
Severe Cases First 
“We 
thought It best 
to take 
first those children with the most 
severe problems, giving greater 
consideration to those In the high­ 
er grades because speech problems 
in the lower grades are sometimes 
due to im m aturity and will be out 
grown.” 
Approximately 75 per cent of the 
speech problems are “ articulation 
problems.” They include the chil­ 
dren who do not make some of 
their sounds in the correct way, 


you are able to understand whey 
they are .saying, but it does not 
sound as it should. 
“ In order to help these children 
we first make it possible for them 
to hear their error and then ex­ 
plain to them how and what to do 
to make tile sound correctly. After 
the children are able to produce 
the correct sound, it Ls simply a 
m atter of practice. 
Voice Difficulties 
"The 
other problems generally 
fall into voice difficulties and stut­ 
tering. Another phase of th6 pro­ 
gram is hearing. Some may have 
only a slight loss, while others may 
have a very severe loss and still 
not one great enough to be Includ­ 
ed In a program for the deaf. 
With these children we do not ad­ 
minister medical treatm ent, nor 
make any physical change in their j 
hearing. We help them to make the 
best possible use of the hearing they ] 
already have, including training in ! 
lip reading.”

CONTRACT ENDS 
TRANSIT THREAT 


PITTSBURGH LF-The threat of 
a crippling mass transit strike in 
this steel metropolis ended last 
night with acceptance of a con­ 
tract offer by trolley and bus work­ 
ers of the Pittsburgh Railways Co. 
Members of Division 85, AFL 
Street Electric Railway and Motor 
Coach Employes, voted I 071 to 216 
to accept the offer. 
The union’s 2,280 members w’ere 
ready to strike at midnight last 
Sunday. The company came up 
with a new offer and a vote wa# 
set for Tuesday. 
Appeared Inevitable 
Workers rejected the proposal 
by a vote of 800 to 554 and a strike 
appeared Imminent. Mayor David 
L. Lawrence secured a postpone­ 
ment with the announcement of a 
revised contract proposal. 
It was this offer which was ac­ 
cepted last night. No strike dead­ 
line had been set. 
The agreement runs until Sept 
I, 1957 and provides a four-eent 
hourly raise effective Tuesday and 
another rai4e of five cents an hour 
next May I. The agreem ent also 
provides retroactive pay totaling 
between $20 and $24 for the period 
between April 30, when the old 
contract expired, and the present. 
Under the old agreement, the 
operators earned $201 an hour. 
The union struck for 35 days last 
year to boost its members* pay 
to that level.

SNOW AND RAIN 
BLIGHT PARTS OF 
NORTHEAST AREA 


NEW YORK J)—Heavy rains Nnd 
snow hit parts of the Northeastern 
states last night and early today, 
causing minor floodings in some 
sections and apprehension in com­ 
munities 
bordering 
rivers 
and 
stream s. 
Connecticut was uneasy again as 
more than 24 hours of rain sent 
rivers 
rising. 
At 
Stamord, 
the 
Rlppowan River flooded a number 
of streets to a depth of several 
Inches. In New Canaan, the Silver- 
mlne River was reported within 
inches of the top of its banks. 
However, a cold snap In some 
areas changed the rain to snow 
and eased the tension. 
Four inches of snow was report­ 
ed early today in the eastern parts 
of Rensselaer and Columbia Coun­ 
ties, in New York state, along the 
Massachusetts and Vermont state 
lines. 
The Weather Bureau here report­ 
ed 7 to 8 inches of snow at Norfolk, 
Conn., 30 miles northwest of Hart­ 
ford. Snow also was falling in the 
northern sections of Vermont and 
New' Hampshire, the bureau said. 
Some sections of Queens in the 
metropolitan area had street and 
cellar flooding, while Westchester 
County was lashed by wind-driven 
rtlns that measured 4.01 Inches 
last night. 
The Weather Bureau said only a 
little rain and a few snow flurries 
were expected today in New York, 
New Jersey and Southeast Pennsyl­ 
vania.

EDUCATOR LISTS 
FUTURE DEMANDS 
OF U.S. SCHOOLS 


HARRISBURG 
OB - President 
Milton S. Eisenhower of the Penn­ 
sylvania State University suggests 
that some “ less essential” priori­ 
ties be sidetracked to provide per­ 
manent support for the “ im pera­ 
tive requirem ents’* of education. 
He told the Pennsylvania Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution 
convention last night that he fully 
realises the present tax burden is 
oppressive. 
“To meet the Indispensable needs 
of the future,” he said, “it seems 
to me that we are going to have 
to be more discriminating in deter­ 
mining priorities for tax support, 
giving tip some of the less essential 
In order that we may permanent­ 
ly support the imperative requir- 
m ents.” 
The university head described 
the cost of education in Pennsyl­ 
vania 15 years from now as atag- 
gertng. 
“The physical plant expansion 
alone (of Penn State) will cost 85 
million dollar# of which half will 
be self liquidating but the other 
half must come from the state 
Operating coats will increase pro­ 
portionately." 
He estim ated that Pennsylvania 
college enrollments will lncrea.se 
about 40 per cent in that period. 
“Suddenly the land grant and 
mast other universities face two 
problems of overwhelming propor­ 
tions. One of these la quantitative; 
the other is qualitative.** 
He said that few colleges have 
revised 
their 
courses, 
curricula 
and method# of teaching to assure 
students receive a broad educa­ 
tion. 
“The processes of revision must 
be greatly accelerated.” he de­ 
clared. “The need for broad edu­ 
cation 
and 
broad 
minds 
daily 
grows more acute.” 
Dr. Elsenhower reviewed th# his­ 
tory of land grant colleges and 
that of Penn State, now celebrat­ 
ing its 100th year.
